Association of 'J;.i»ersity oi 
Xtluack> Graduates Passes 
Resolution in Memory of 
Late Dean 

A set of resolutions prepared by 
an appointed committee by the 
Alumni association of the Univer- 
sity, on the occasion of the death of 
Dean Frederick Paul Anderson, for 
43 years dean of the College of En- 
gineering, was passed yesterday. The 
resolutions follow: 

Frederick Paul Anderson, for 43 
years directing genius of engineer- 
ing students of the University, died 
at his home in Lexington, In the 
early evening of Sunday, April S. 

"There are those among the alum- 
ni of the University who recall the 
buoyant, youthful, ambitious, ad- 
venturous personality who came on 
the campus in 1891 as professor of 
engineering He was. brilliant and 
confident. He selected his associates 
with studied care and much of his 
later success resulted from his fault- 
less Judgment of people He loved 
people all sorts of human kind ap- 
pealed to his generous nature.

The Department of Journalism, 
under the direction of Nlel Plummer. 
is sending out approximately 1.000 
copies of a small scale newspaper to 
be known as The Cub Review. 
These copies will go to newspapers 
all over the country in an effort to 
obtain employment for graduates of 
the department. 

Stories giving the qualifications of 
each of the graduates of the 1034 
class and to what line of Journalistic 
work each isabest suited, help com- 
prise the paper Several articles on 
the Journalism department general- 
ly, which Is one of the 31 grade A 
Journalism schools in the United 
States, as well as the full details of 
The Kernel plant and an editorial 
on the profession appear upon Its 
pages. Upon a check-up. the de- 
partment has found that there Is 
some one from its roster to qualify 
for Journalistic work In departments 
ranging from the editor's office to 
the mechanical staff.
